HE National Association of Manufacturers of the Uni- 


ted States of America has issued a circular letter to 


every newspapei In the country 
It reads ao follows 


"Dear Sir — We take g-ieat pleasure in sending you to- 


day a copy of our Ameiican Industries, official organ of 
the association — issue of August 15, that is to say — which 
is accompanied by a sixteen-page boycott supplement, 
so-called 
"With your kind permission we will continue to 


&end the paper with out compliments 
We hope that it 


will i each your editor and publisher both, as it discusses 
perhaps the vital issue of the day — the industrial one. 
Just ad outs Is a. non-paitisan organization, having a mem- 
bership scatteied all ovei the -whole countiy and compris- 
ing botb parties so we have no cunosity whatever as to the 
politics of any given newspaper. And v,e do not ask tnat 
any attention be given oiu woik in youi columns, but only 
desire to acquaint you with the geneial nature of our work, 
believing that you, even moie than we ourselves, "have 
at heart the welfaae of the country and could not be swerv- 
ed by partisan considerations even if we tiled anything of 
the kind. I write you as an old newspaper man who would 
be glad to se'-ve you personally at any time If there should 
prove to be any way to do it 
Tous most truly,

There is nothing paiticulaaly out of way in the sending 


of the letter, nor in the offer the association has to make, 
but a careful reading of the communication will suggest 
the pains taken to gam the good will of newspaper pub- 
lishers and editors. 


It will be noticed that it is stated that the publication 


knoY.n as Amencan IndusUies is non-paitisan and that 
the organization foi which, it stands is non-partisan and 
that it has no cutiosity as to the politics of the paper to 
which It is sent 
It will also be noticed that the sendeis do 


not ask that any attention be paid to it in the columns of 
the newspaper 
It merely asks that the publication be 


placed in the hands of the editor and publisher so that they 
may become acquainted with the •noik being done by the 
association of •vshich Da\id M Periy is the head. 


David M Peny Is the bitterest foe which union labor 


has In America today 
He is content with nothing less 


than the absolute disorganisation and destruction of union 
labor 
He wants -everything that union labor does not want 


and nothing that xinion labor wants. 


When he was elected president of the National As- 


sociation of Manufacturers, his speech of acceptance, which

The Republican party says it is fiien-dly to labor be- 


cause of Its tariff yet under a beneficient so-called tariff 
the cost of living has lapidly risen while the wages have 
hardly maintained their standard. It is not the tariff 
whiehi shows the party's attitude on labor. 


For yeais the labor organizations have tried to secure 


the passage of a national eight-horn .law but its passage 
has always been defeated in a Republican senate 
It had 


been the usual 'custom to pass it through the house but this 
year at the behest of the employers' association the bill 
was not reported from the labor committee -where, by a 
paity vote it was relegated to a position where it would 
remain quiescent. 


If the Republican pai ty is so f i iendly to laboi why does 


it oppose an eighty-hour law demanded by all loboi oig-an- 
izations The representatives of the trusts — the represen- 
tatives of the employers associations — the representatives 
of the manufacturers associations appeared before the pad- 
sage of the eight-hour law — the Democrats voted to report 
the bill and the Republicans voted to refer it (to the com- 
mittee of commerce and labor now presided over by a 
repi esentative of the Southern Pacific -Railroad. 


Another measure demanded by organized labor wad 


the anti-injunction law 
The entiie Republican member- 


ship of the judiciary committee opposed the reporting of 
this bill to the house. 


Another bill demanded by oigaruzed labor was the abo- 


lition of prison made goods. Congressman Sibley intro- 
duced a loop-hole bill — which wad about to be reported. 
Congressman Van Duzer introduced a measure drastic 
and effective 
The labor committee adopted the Van Du^er 


shibsUtute and organised labor forced the committee to 
leport it 
Congressman Gardner the chaiiman of the com- 


mittee on labor put the bill in his pocket and refused to re- 
poit the same to the house 


When the question of armor plate -was under discus- 


sion Congressman Lwernash introduced an amendment 
pioviding that no armor plate should be purchased unless 
manufactured under an eight-hour day and the Republi- 
cans objected and defeated the amendment.
